The French Problem. 


Inler-Ocran. 


According to the estimates of our 


Paris correspondent only 2,000,000 
of tho 10,000,000 voters in France 
aro genuine Republicans. Of the 
other 8,000,000 about 2,000,000 are 
Monarchists and Imperialists, and 
0,000,000 are Republicans, Monar- 
:hists, or Imperialists, as circum- 
stances make them or as political 
currents or self-interest may deter- 
mine. So long as the Republicans 
are in the ascendant the floating or 
variable vote is with thorn, but should 
Republican Government lose public 
confidence 6,000,000 men waiting to 
see which way the cat would jump 
might easily be subjected to influ- 
ences that would make them danger- 
ous to the Republic. 


On this theory it is not difficult to 


account for the uneasiness of the Re- 
publicans over the presence of the 
ex-Empress Eugenie in Paris. With 
Prince Jerome Napoleon iu prison 
and his political adherents making 
political capital out of the circum- 
stance; with the Bourbons in the 
South of Franco waving tho white 
Hag of the Old Monarchy, and a panic 
in financial circles: with the Cham- 
ber of Deputies quarreling over tho 
proposition to banish the Orleanist 
Princes, nn'l the Cabinet in a fair 
way to go to pieces on a similar ques- 
tion, it was n bad time for tho ex- 
Empress to appear in Paris and oc- 
cupy tho rooms occupied by Louis 
Napoleon in 1S48. 
Her presence 


was undesirable, and tho President 
so informed her. 
Sho probably 


knew this as well as M. Grevy, but 
she awaited the notification for po 
litical reasons,. 
She has now done 


her part to increase tho public ex 
citoment which Monarchists and Im- 
perialists hope will end in the over 
throw of the Republic. 
But this 


crisis is not so threatening as was 
that of January, 1879, when the Ro 
publicans, under the leadership of 
Gambetta, compelled McMahou to 
resign, and crushed the plots of the 
Imperialists. 
What the Republicans 


need now i* a leader like Thiers or 
Gambetta, and they have bcores of i 
strong meVi iu both Senate and 
fl i amber*.

thinking he was delayed on business, 
retired for the night, not apprehend- 
ing any wrong and never dreaming 
of the terrible uews tho morning 
would bring. 
Mrs. McKinney arose 


early tho nest day and proceeded to 
do the chores around tho house. On 
entering tho stable s-hn discovered 
the horse that ho had ridden tho day 
before. 
Seized with alarm and np 


prehension, and f oaring that some 
accident 
had 
befallen him. she 


mounted the animal arid rodo down 
the lanp, and before s,ho had pro 
ceoded u mile sho rnmo upon the 
body of her husband lying in thr>

death. 


The alarm was given immediately, 
and soon a crowd of neighbors as- 
sembled at the BReno of the tunr(l»r 
and a search was made (o obta.n 
some clow to the perpetrator of tl « 
heinous deed. 
Thoir efforts un- 


crowned with success, and before 
noon of the 29th such n strong chain 
of circumstantial evidence was con- 
nected that George "\V. Trnughlxv 
and Charles C. Myers were arrested 
as the murderers. 
Indignation and 


excitement rose to fever heat, nnd it 
was with greut difficulty That the of- 
ficers saved them from being lynched 
by the exasperated mob. At tho in 
quest, with the dead body of their 
victim before them, they testified 
that they were innocent, and knew 
nothing about it. 
They were indict 


ed and at the two terms of court sue 
ceeding were granted continuances, 
At the last November term of court 
they petitioned for a continuance. 
This was denied. 
Traughbei' then 


withdrew his plea of not guilty and 
entered a plea of guilty, and all of 
the evidence, and also their own 
statements, show that there was no 
provocation, but that they foully 
murdered the roan simply to satisfy 
their thirst for blood.
